After be left the 
Legislators lt» became a candidate for 
Govemer. Wm. Haakina of Ik>yle 
county, acquired stattwi.li' fame as a 
sharp, shrewd politician bef'.re ht.iieil, 
K. Tarvin l!;iker of Caiii[il)eli county, 
was a member of that session, and 
siuoe then wae a candidate tor Lieu- 
tenant Govenor; Walter Evaae repre- 
sented Christian' eonnty. He is now 
Judge of the United States District 
Court. William Caesius Goodloe, of 
Fayette county, was a brilliant man. 
He was afterward Minister to China 
and was killed in the •Swope-tioodloe 
U^gedy; Harry L Xudd,. of Franklin 
county, was Warden of the peniten- 
tiary for quite a long term ; George M. 
Jesse, noted as one of John Morgan's 
mostilashing Majors during the war of 
the rel>ellion, represented Ueury coun- 
ty; K. I'olk Johnson, B. E. Cassilly 
and John 8. Carpenter repreaented the 
First, Seeond and Thbtl distrieta in 
Jefferson eoonty; J. M. Wright, a 
Major under Gen. Bnell, represented 
the Fourth district, and J. (iuihrie 
Coke the Fifth district of Louisville; 
Jas. B. McCreary. who was Speaker of 
tbe Uoose at that session, af termrd 
becasM Governor. He represented 
Madison county. J. J. McAfee, of 
Mereer eonnty, was a very eloquent 
man and w 3 a proniiiii'nt li^'iire In poli- 
tics in lii.strict before he died; Maii- 
liiis T. Klijiiieil, of Monroe county, be- 
came Circuit Judge in bisdistrict,aadid 
W. L. Beeves, of Todd county; Will- 
iam N. Beckham, of Nelson county, was 
a well-known politician and was relate d 
to Mrs. WycklifT Moortnau, ui this 
county; James S. Chrisiuaii, of Wayne 
'•.lunty. wa.-^ a ineither of the Con- 
federate Congress before be entered tbe 
Legislature. One of tbe moat' promi- 
nent figure in that session was J. 8. C. 
Blackburn, from Woodford, now a 
man of more tliun national fame; Geo. 
M. Thoinas represented Lewis county 
and ran with Judge Mardin as candi- 
date for the Lieutenant Governorship; 
Wm. Brown was another brilliantman. 
He r e pr sBBBted JeMamine connty and 
was a moat eloquent lawyer. He after- 
ward attained fame as one of the lead- 
ing lawyers of tlie Tnited States, and 
died at Washinuioi,. D. < . '
